First Presbyterian church purchased 
the realty it is now selling for 512,000 
and expended in the construction of 
its edifice S52,000. making a total orig- 
inal Investment of 564,000. For thirty- 
six years it ha-s enjoyed all of the ben- 
f-lits that could be derived from prop- 
erty of this description, and after this 
lonjc occupation the congregation now 
steps in and sells tho site alone for 
?:;00,000. an advance of $288,000 over 
.he original realty investment.

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Tinkering Ihe Constitution. 


Two years ago the Legislature submitted eighteen amendments 


.o the State Constitution—an unusually large number, although it 
las become a regular thing for the Legislature to submit constitu- 
:ional amendments. All were adopted. 
The Legislature which has 


just adjourned has submitted a number of amendments, some of 
them exceedingly radical, revolutionary 
even. 
Goverijor Johnson 


speaks .of them as revolutionary. 


By process of amendment the constitution, which was regarded 


as radical and revolutionary when it was adopted in 1879,. is being 
recast, or rather made a crazy quilt of patchwork. The vice of the 
new constitution as it is still called was combining legislation with 
the organic law. Successive amendments have aggravated this vice, 
for a large majority of the amendments are merely special legisla- 
tion in the guise of constitutional enactment. The constitution for- 
bids special legislation. 


Should the amendments submitted by the Legislature which 


has just closed its labors be adopted some of the most vital princi- 
ples of the constitution will be destroyed to make way for new and 
untried experiments of a socialistic character. .The organic law as 
originally framed has been altered in many particulars, but the last 
assault on it promises .to wreck it Altogether. At any rate nearly 
all the old structure will be leveled and something altogether differ- 
ent reared in its stead. 


It is not necessary to discuss the wisdom of the proposed 


petually tinkering with the organic law. Each successive Legisla- 
petuaally tinkering- with the organic law. Each successive Legisla- 
ture of late years'has undertaken to revise the constitution. These 
numerous and rapid changes have caused much confusion in the ad- 
'ministration of the law. Many apparently contradictory decisions 
by the courts have resulted. No sooner have judges and attorneys 
acquainted themselves with the changes in the constitution than 
other changes arc made. At the same time the codes are being con- 
stantly expanded by the passage of new statutes which have to be 
adjusted in adjudication to a transitory organic law—to a constitu- 
tion that is perpetually being- patched and revamped. 


It is to be observed that some of the amendments recently 


adopted were devised to correct the radical errors made when the 
constitution of 1879 was framed. 
After years of trial it has been 


found \vise to retrace our steps in some particulars. A notable ex- 
ample is the abolition of the tax on mortgages. The constitution as 
adopted in 1879 required mortgages to be assessed separately from 
the property which they held in lien. This provision compelled a 
vast amount of unnecessary work and was actually a burden on the 
.borrower. It was an incumbrance to fiscal adjustment that served 
no good purpose whatever. Hence it was stricken from the organic 


law. 


But no sooner has one radical mistake been corrected than half 


a dozen others still more revolutionary in character are proposed. 
As fast as one weak spot is mended the organic law is rent in other 
places. 


AH because each Legislature persists in resolving itself into a 


.constitutional convention. Instead of legislating it tinkers with the

eeks earlier it would have given still 
ill Governor Johnson's unstinted praise 


of the work performed during the session be universally endorsed. 
"Undoubtedly some excellent laws have been passed, but a number 
of the enactments are mischievous in character and in our opinion 
-will prove baneful to the public welfare. 


The cost of the State government has been greatly increased, 


and the effect of the changed tax laws can only be estimated. There 
is a necessity for a larger revenue and at the same time an uncer- 
tainty as to how much revenue can be raised by the new method. 


The power of the .Governor has been greatly enlarged and his 


control of the State patronage made absolute. All the bureau officers 
hold their offices at his pleasure, and several of the elective State 
officers are made subordinate to his will. The Attorney General 
and Secretary of State have been shorn of their authority, to a large 
extent, to swell the power of the executive. Naturally the Governor 
approves of the measures which have magnified his authority and 
strengthened his hands politically. That he appreciates the signifi- 
cance of what has been done is proved by what he said to the two 
houses on the eve of adjournment. 


'• 
"In eighty-five short days you have wrought a political revolu- 


.tion in the greatest State in the Union. Its full significance may 
not be clear to us now. but it will be clearer in history. The record 
;of pledges unbroken you carry with you as you go forth." 


The ax has been laid at the root of our judicial system. 


Whether the work of destruction shall be completed depends upon 
the temper of the electorate when the recall amendment is voted on 
at the polls. 
Should that amendment be adopted constitutional 


guarantees will fall with the stability and authority of the bench. 


So far as the Legislature could accomplish that result repre- 


sentative government and party organization have been destroyed. 
Party designation has been eliminated from the ballot, which is a 
blow at the supremacy of the Republican party in this State; hence- 
forth there will be no party to hold responsible for the character 
and acts of public officials. 
The initiative, referendum and recall 


reduces members of the Legislature to the rank of messenger boys 
for hoi polloi. The man in the street is master of the situation; he 
will make the laws and construe them. Tatters have been made of 
the constitution, and the law whatever the inconstant multitude 
may decree it to be. 


The State has been revolutionized indeed. But whether it has 


been benefited remains to be seen. It remains to be seen whether 
ihe people will go to the extremes in destroying constitutional guar- 
antees and judicial independence that is desired by a group of indi- 
viduals who would destroy, the political fabric to revenge them- 
selves on persons whom they hold in antipathy. We will see whether 
the revolution has ended or has only begun.

poison, pounded his head on the stone 
pavement arid even starved himself 
for days. 


The lad has thrived despite his many 


suicidal pranks, but his mother is al- 
most a nervous wreck because of the 
alarming experiences she has under- 
gone. 


The child's favorite time to attempt 


suicide Is when his mother reproves 
him for a trivial offense. 
Without 
hesitation the child on such occasions 
has seized a knife and began hacking 
away at his face. 
Several times he
